It is of course right for the United States 
Government to enforce the neutrality laws 
in epirit and in letter, but we may very nat- 
urally inquire what causes have brought 
about such an entire change in the Gov- 
ernment’s course of action. II it is now 
the Government’s duty to arrest the Cuban 
agents in the United States, has not this 
been just as much the Government’s duty 
from the first? Is not the sudden reversal 
ot the policy of the officials at Washington 
a coniession or declaration that they have 
hitherto been wrong, that they have been 
violating the obligations of neutrality, ever 
since the breaking out of the Cuban rebel- 
lion? And, if our authorities have for 
many months been guilty of bad faith to- 
ward Spain, do they not owe it to her not 
only to change their policy but to grant 
her indemnity for the past? What answer 
are they prepared to make when they shail 
be called on for amends? Have they 
thought of that? 

The Cuban gentlemen who have repre- 
sented the insurgent cause in the United 
States are undoubtedly right in ascribing 
the United States Government's change of 
policy to intelligence that the Cuban lead- 
ers do not intend, after the achievement of 
independence, to favor annexation to the 
United States. Notoriously our Govern- 
ment has habitually countenanced the vio- 
lation of the neutrality laws for no other 
purpose than to promote annexation, and 
now, when it finds that the Cuban revolu- 
tionists have other views, it shows its spite 
toward them by doing what it should have 
done long ago, if there is the least proprie- 
ty in doing it now. The Government, it 
seems, is incapable of doing a right thing 
except from a base motive. It manifests as 
contemptible a spirit in executing laws as 
in violating them. 


Rumored Coalition. 

The Washington correspondent of the 
Chicago Tribune has filled the radical 
camp with consternation by announcing, 
on the authority of Senator Ross, of Kan- 
sas, that a coalition has been entered into 
between ex-President Johnson and Parson 
Brownlow, by which Johnson is to aid 
Brownlow in electing Senter Governor of 
Tennessee, and Brownlow, Senter, and their 
friends are in turn to secure Johnson’s elec- 
tion to the Senate of the United States. 
We have no idea that there is a word of 
truth in the story. Johnson undoubtedly 
prefefs the election of Senter to that of 
Stokes, but he is incapable of making a 
corrupt political bargain with any one, 
and incapable of making any bargain 
whatever with Brownlow, whom he hearti- 
ly deepises.

II. 
Life in Paris. 

the season in Paris is nearly over, 
yet the Bois de Boulogne continues to be 
crowded to excéss every evening when it is 
fine; for miles of glow-worms reach, from 8 
toll r. u., from the Place de la Concorde to 
the Cascade, which runs with beer at eight 
sous the glass.

A Memorial of Faraday. 

No better monument to Michael Faraday 
could be devised (says the London Telegraph) 
than that which 1s offered by the Chemical So- 
ciety, and will be introduced to the scientific 
public by his personal friend, M. Dumas, in 
that srena where many living man will recall 
how admirably the great philosopher could 
explain even to children the grandest and 
deepest truths of nature. The proposed 
monument is a medal to be conferred, as oc- 
casion may arise, upon that eminent foreign 
chemist who shall especially disti guish him- 
self in the service of science. But, it may be 
said, the best monument for such a man lics 
in his own writings and the results of his own 
labor; and the answer is sound enough, if we 
think only of the studious few who can mas- 
ter the history of natural philosophy, and 
trace its successive developments.

Lord &anley of Alderiey. 
The death of Lord Stanley of Alderley, a 


r British statesman of considerable eminence, 


is announced by cable telegram. Edward 
Jobn Stanley, second Baron of the name, was 
born in 1802 at Alderley, in the county of 


| Chester, being descended from one of the 
e- | cadet branches of the great house of Stanley, 


of which the Earl of Derby is the distinguished 
head. After having graduated at the Uni- 
versity of Oxford, Lord Stanley entered the 


| House of Cominons in 1831, as member for the 
county of his birth. 


He acted with the Whig 
party, and became Secretary of the Colonies, 


and afterward of the Home Department, 


under Lord Grey’s administration. Upon the 
formation of Lord Melbourne's Cabmet, Lord 
Stanley became Secretary of the Treasury; 
and afterward, when Lord John Russell be- 
came Premier, Lord Stanley was Under Sec- 

retary of State for Foreign Affairs. By the in- 

fluence of Lord John Russell he was elevated 
to the peerage under the title of Baron Eddis- 
bury, but in 1850 he succeeded to the heredi- 

tary peerage of Alderley by the demise of his 
father, the first Baron. In 1853 the celebrated 
coalition Ministry was formed with Lord 
Aberdeen and Lord John Russell as the lead- 
ing spirits; and under this Ministry Lord 
Stanley accepted the office of Vice President 
of the Board of Trade, to which he subsequent- 
ly added the duties of Paymaster General of 
the Forces These offices he retained until 
the fall of the Aberdeen Ministery, and the 
assumption by Lord Palmerston of the office 
of Premier, in 1855, In this Cabinet he held 
the Vice Presidency of the Board of Trade 
only, but became also a member of the Privy 
Council. The advent of Lord Derby to pow- 
er relieved Lord Stanley of the cares of office, 
and he has not figured very corspicuous- 
ly m politics since, although his speeches in 
the House of Lords always commanded at- 
tention. Lord Stanley ed in 1826 a daugh- 
ter of Viscount Dillen, by whom he had eight 
children; the eldest, Henry, was formerly Sec- 
retary of Legation at Athens. Baron Stanley, 
of Alderley, was in the 67th year of his age at 
the time of his death.

THE CITY SCHOOLS. 


Public Examinations Yesterday. 

The public examipmations of the different city 
schools take place during the present week. 
Yesterday was devoted to the examinations of 
the primary departments; to-day will be tothe 
secondary and to-morrow to the grammar de- 
partments, which closes the examinations, and 
with them the present scssion of schoo! 

The exercises yesterday were very interesting 
and were attended by large numbers ef the 
parents and patrons of the different schools. 
The Trustees at the meeting last night, expressed 
themselves informally, as greatiy pleased with 
the result. 

We regret our inabflity to give even a ¢ynopsis 
of the examinations in all the schools. They 
were generally interspersed with readings, reci- 
tations, end singing, which served to enhance in 
a great degree the enjoyment of the visitors. 

Im the Thi:d ward, the Eighth, Seventh, Sixth, 
Fifth, ard Fourth grades, comprisiag the entire 
school,y ere exemined, This is the only school, 
we believe, which finished yesterday, the others 
will consume to-day and many to-morrow in 
their exerelses. The recitations in the third 
ward were cow plimented very high- 
ly, especially that of the Fourta Grade 
in Eng ish Gran mar. Tho examination was 
highly satisfactory and reflected much credit up- 
on the principa', Mr. Bartholomew, who has im- 
mediate charge and supervision of this grade. 
The music added no little to the pleasantness of 
the exercises, and was conducted by Mr. Glagau, 
teacber of n usic in the schools of the Western 
District. 

The examinations at the Eighth-ward school 
were largely attended and lasted throughout the 
day. We happened in during the afternoon just 
in time to hear the seventh grades of boys and 
girls put th ough a rigid course of reading, speil- 
wg. anderithmetic, ‘The pupils of the male de- 
partment of this grade, under the charge of Miss 
Ada Fleming, exhibited much proficiencr, consid- 
ering their age, and were much complimented by 
the :pectators. The female department of the 
sime grade came upon the platform. one of 
the most intelligent and pretty collections 
of little ladies we have ever seen. They were ex- 
amined by their accomplished teacher, Miss Julia 
Board. The recitations, prompt and pointed, 
came fully uptothe standard which their ap- 
pearance had suggested, and showed that they 
had profited much from the kind instruction of 
their devoted teacher. They gave some of the 
most satisfactory recitations of the afiernpon. 
We regret that time prevents us from noticing 
the other examinations of this school, which 
were excellent. 

The examination of the Montgomery-street in- 
termediate shool was an interesting and pleasant 
effair. The room in which the exercises were 
held was arranged to the best advantage and 
tastefully decorated, but, although as large as 
any in the building, was entirely too small to ac- 
commovuate all who attended. Though crowded 
and oppressed with heat, every one present en- 
joyed the entertainment, which consisted of ex- 
am nation and exhibition most happily blended. 
There was enough of the first to show the rapid 
advancement and high training of the scholars, 
and sufficient of the latter to give life, grace and 
pleasure to the whole. 

This school, theugh small compared to some, 
is excelled by none of our public schools, and 
has an undisputed reputation of which it is justly 
proud. The result of the closing year adds to its 
high name. All the pupils acquitted themselves 
in a manner tbat won the admiration of the au- 
dienee and made their parents and teachers 
prouder of them. If any one pupil excelled the 
others and might be named first, it is tile Lulu 
Fitzhugh, a wonderfully bright child. 
The success of any school and 
must depend upon the teachers, and the aston- 
isihiug progress of these pupils proves the carn- 
est, able, and untiring efforts of their tutors, 
The principal of the school, Mr. Jesse Tuell, has 
held his present position for ten years, and has 
won end retains the love of the children and the 
respect and friendship of the parents. But he 
has not achieved such great results alone; his 
able corps of assistants are fully entitled to their 
share In the triumph. 

When the examination closed, Mr. George 
Scott, trustee of the weri, thanked the audience 
for the tuterest they took in the school, and said 
it was equal to any in the city in character. He 
gaye particular praise to the third zrade (the 
highest in the school), declaring its suc-

the first third-grade scholar of the whole city, 
according to the decision of the Superintendent 
of the Public Schools. Mr. Scott then turned to 
the principal, and, in behalf of the girls of the 
third and fourth grades, presented him with a 
fine picture, in which were grouped the beauti- 
ful faces of all the giris of those grades. Mr. 
Tuell was touched by this mark of affection, and 
his words of thanks affected the scho'ars to tears. 
The largest boy of the two grades then stepped 
forward and presented him a jewel token of the 
esteem of the boys for their principal, who made 
them a kind little speech in return.
